An amendment of the state constitu­ 
tion to provide for the election of the 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion rather than appointment by the 
Governor as at present was urged in 
the report of the comm ittee on legis­ 
lation which stated

would remove ‘Le office "from the 
hazards of parti? an politics." 
Revision of the State’s child labor 
laws to conform with provisions of the 
NRA also was recommended by the 
committee, of which Charles S. Davis, 
of Steelton, was chairman. 
This committee further urged that

salary obligations under the Edmonds 
act;
